The death of the 
Czarewitch and the failure of the con- 
ference at The Hague led him to decide 
to abdicate on the occasion of his coining 
visit to Darmtstadt. On this becoming 
known in Paris, M. Delcusse weut in hot 
haste to dissuade him from carrying out 
this intention."

Failing in This Will Try 
Have Member for West- 
minster Shelved.

Up to the time that the telegraph of- 
fice at New Westminster closed last ev- 
ening the attorney-generalship of the 
province had not been offered to Mr. 
Alex. Henderson, member for New 
Westminster city, the only lawyer in the 
legislature who now supports the gov- 
ernment. Having failed to persuade Mr. 
Helmckeu to take the position, Premier 
Semlin, having no other course open to 
him, would have liked to ask Mr. Hen- 
derson to take the position. But there 
were other forces to reckon with. Mr. 
Henderson was elected in New West- 
minster to support the Turner govern- 
ment, and he put up a bitter fight against 
Mr. J. C. Brown, the government lead- 
er in that city. It is quite certain that 
he cannot expect any support from the 
men who voted for him on the lute gov- 
ernment ticket, and whom he so shame- 
fully deceived. Mr. Brown, too, is not 
a man who forgets very easily, and what 
he says counts considerably among the 
supporters of the government. So to 
open the constituency of New Westmin- 
ster with Mr. Henderson as a candi- 
date is pretty risky in any event, and 
without the support of Mr. Brown and 
his friends, which includes the Colum- 
bian, is simply suicidal. 

However, Mr. Henderson is the gov- 
ernment's only hope— that is, they have 
got to get him out of the way or make 
him attorney-general — so yesterday 
morning Premier Semlin hied himself to 
New Westminster to see what could be, 
done, presenting the spectacle of a 
premier peddling a portfolio around the 
province. Mr. Semlin first of all saw 
the government leaders and incidentally 
felt the public pulse to see whether there 
was a chance of electing Mr. Henderson 
should he be appointed. Some thought 
it would be a nice thing to have a minis- 
ter representing the city, but they can- 
not forget that Mr. Henderson but a few 
months ago turned against the men who 
elected him, and that makes them a little 
shy. Unless he can induce his friends 
to support Mr. Henderson, the Premier 
will have to continue in his search for 
an attorney-general. 

One of the schemes, it is said, is to 
have Mr. Henderson appointed a county 
court judge, provision having been made 
for another judge, and thus having 
shelved him, appoint Mr. Aulay Morri- 
son as attorney-general and ask the 
people of New Westminster to elect him. 
It is hardly likely, however, that Mr. 
Morrison would vacate his seat in tin? 
Commons to become attorney-general in 
a government which cannot live very 
long at the host. 

DISCONTENT IN THE PARTY. 

The Vancouver Province, the organ of 
one of the provincial government fac- 
tions in that city, has this editorial arti- 
cle in yesterday's issue: 

" Reports from the Capital state that 
the attorney-general's portfolio has been 
offered to arid' refused by Mr. Helmcken. 
The statement is quite credible, the 
more so that it agrees with previous 
rumors as to the government's plans. It 
is evident in any ease that the office is 
still vacant, and the Province regrets 
that the vacancy should be ho long con- 
tinued. An attorney-general is a most 
essential member of the government, as 
we'll from the requirements of the consti- 
tution as from the nature of his pre- 
scribed duties. There is much work 
awaiting the advent of the new man. 
work that should be no longer delayed. 
In other provinces the direction of crim- 
inal prosecutions and cognate matters 
are very largely placed in the hands of 
local authorities, so that a vacancy in 
the central department would not be- so 
important as here. The advisability of 
copying in British Columbia the system 
that obtains elsewhere has been sug- 
gested, but let it be wise or unwise to 
relegate to local authorities a part of 
the duties now performed by the head 
of the department, the system we have 
in force must be for the moment carried 
out as well as possible. W<-' have re- 
cently quoted the law as it seems to us 
to bear on this matter, and stated the 
facts that point strongly to the necessity 
for a new appointment, and no repeti- 
tion is needed. We trust the jnoanoy 
will not be much longer left unfilled.

Itosslnnd, Aug. 4,— The second day's ses- 
sion n( the hoard of trade of Iirltlsli Co- 
lumbia Diet this morning at 10 o'clock. The 
enry pari of the session was taken up In 
discussing and passing resolutions for prop- 
er parliamentary representation, hoth In 
the Provincial and nonunion houses, In 
the distribution of appropriations for open- 
ing up the country and In domestic mai- 
lers. A large number of proposed sub- 
jects for discussion were relegated to spe- 
cial committees which will bring In a series 
nt resolutions later In the session. 

The chief Interest of the day centred upon 
the sliver lead resolution before the con- 
vent ion. (J. (). Buchanan, of Kaslo, In a 
lengthy and logical speech moved a resolu- 
tion that an arrangement whereby the lead 
ores the product of the United States or 
Canada woidd be made reciprocally free of 
duty as between the two countries. The 
mover contended that this would be the 
beat solution of the vexed question. 

On the other hand. W. II. Aldrldge. man- 
ager of the Canadian Puclfle smelter, moved 
in amendment that lend smelted In Can- 
ada and reUned In bond In the United 
Stall's should be readmitted Into Cnundn 
free of duty; that Canadian Import duties 
on white lead and lead used for paint gen- 
erally should be Increased to 110 per cent. 

In connection with the resolution and the 
amendment, Mr. A Id ridge made a number 
of Important statements concerning the 
preset condition of the smelling Industry 
In Canada, pointing out that It was In the 
interest of the province to support one 
smelting industry bj smelting the ores 
at home and thereby getting the full value 
of the product of the mines. 

After n lengthy debate', in which the 
delegates took part, the following resolu- 
tion was unanimously agreed upon:

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

A despatch received "by the Colonist 
,.at. S) o'eloek lust night last > evening. from 
New Westminster said thut the attor- 
ney-generalship had not yet been offered 
to Mr. Henderson. Mr. .Somlin bus been 
in that city all day. But presumably he 
has been unable to overcome the hostil- 
ity to Mr. Henderson's appointment as 
expressed in the Columbian a few days 
UgO. 

The spectacle of the attorney-general- 
ship being hawked around the country by 
the Premier is not edifying, lit .lay on the 
bargain counter in Victoria for several 
days, but no one appeared to want it. 
Now Mr. Semlin has gone out seeking 
some one who dare take it and face. an 
indignant electorate. 

It is an open secret that the govern- 
ment itself is not quite as harmonious as 
.might be desired by its friends over the 
contemplated offer to Mr. Henderson. 
Mr. Cotton is alleged to have expressed 
.himself as opposed to it, and the sugges- 
tion is made that he would not regret 
if Mr. Henderson is found unavailable, 
even as a temporary expedient. Mr. 
• Cotton recognizes that the. .collapse of .the 
government is at hand, and his influence 
is. likely to be chiefly exerted in the next 
few days to induce Mr. Semlin .to roc- 
iOmmend the Lieutenant-Governor to call 
in some one who will be likely to recog- 
nize him, that is Mr. Cotton, in forming 
.11 .new. cabinet. 

The government party was rather 
staggered by the offer to Mr. Heimckon. 
No one appears to have been consulted, 
and .some of the government supporters 
are naturally indignant that they were 
given .no. hint whatever of the intentions 
of Messrs. Semlin and Cotton iu this 
direction, although a caucus of the party 
was held only a few days before the of- 
fer was made. They say that these gen- 
tlemen must have had such a step in 
contemplation. It was clearly an act 
of had faith towards the supporters l 
attempt to make a coalition right on th 
heels of .a. caucus, which was claimed to 
present an undivided front in support of 
the government, and more than one 
member, .who voted with the government 
last session, will regard his obligation 
to allegiance as no longer existent. 
Our advices from Vancouver are that 

Mr. Mocpherson has decided tu act with 
Mr. Martin., and that they will work for 
the defeat of .the government. Mr. Hig- 
gins bus publicly announced his defec- 
tion. The house was divided last year;

cessity oE .adhering idlosely to the prin- 
ciples 'of constitutional government, as 
understood eleowhere in the British Em- 
pire, we mentioned that the Constitution 
Act of this province did not require the 
attorney 7general to be a lawyer or to 
have a seat in the bouse, and therefore 
if we once took leave of the unwritten 
law of the realm and permitted a person- 
al government to supplant responsible 
government, till manner of anomalies 
might arise. "Hut," said one person, to 
whom this answer was given, "if the 
Constitution Act does not prevent such 
a condition of things, what does?" Th 
answer is: ••Constitutional usage, which 
is as much a part of the law of British 
Columbia as though it were enacted iu 
a statute." 

A needless piece of legislation, known 
as the Attorney-General's Act, was pass- 
ed at the last session of the legislature. 
Whether it was due to ignorance on the 
part of the person responsible for it, or 
to a desire on his part to pose as one 
ready to assume large responsibilities, 
we shall express no opinion, hut every 
duty therein prescribed to be performed 
by the attorney-general is properly his 
under the British constitutional system. 
The act in question is of a class similar 
to those passed in some of the neigh- 
boring slates, where legislation proceeds 
on the assumption that the members of 
the Executive Council have no pow 
except such as are specially delegated 
to them by legislation, which may be 
true in the Tinted States, but it is not 
true in the British Empire. It is not 
even wholly true in the former conn 
try, but it is not necessary to discuss 
that point. In the British Empire every 
power accessary to carry on the gov- 
ernment of the country is vested in tin 
crown, for tin? crown represents the 
state, and without a government there 
can he mi slate. No possible emergency 
can arise in a British country with 
which the crown has not power to grap 
pie. If the legislature has not provide! 
the means for dealing with it, the crowl 
must act by virtue of its prerogative 
for the government must go on. This ii 
a fundamental principle of the British 
Constitution. Hence, the attorney-gen- 
eral, being by the very nature of his of- 
fice the first law officer of the crown, 
is charged with the obligation to advise 
the crown, that is, not only the sovereign 
or her representative, but every olll 
in every department of the government, 
unless the legislature steps in and de- 
clares : the- contrary, as is done in many 
places by the creation of the office of 
solicitor-general. This is not written in 
the Constitution Act, nor is it to b( 
found in any other statute. It is- si part 
of the' Common Law of England. 

Here -we may add what many people 
overlook. Every British subject, when 
he leaves home to establish himself in 
any other part of the world under th 
British Hag, carries with him the Com- 
mon Law. If a habitable region should 
be • f ootid: at the: South Pole, and Britons 
should colonize it under the protection of 
the Hag. the Common Law of England 
would at once be in force there. No 
legislation is needed in a British colony 
to give eflect to this great monument of 
human wisdom. 

Answering the question stated above, 
we may say specifically that the attor- 
ney-general of British Columbia must 
be a lawyer, beca-use he must advise the 
(Lieutenant-Governor, the government 
and the .legislature. on the questions of 
law; he must be a member of the legis- 
lature, because under the British system 
of responsible government, there must 
be some une on the floor of parliament 
to explain tu the representatives of the 
people, and defend, if necessary, the le- 
gality of the acts of the government,

CONSTIT UTIOuNA L LAW. 

Out good result of the political .unrest,

The 
reason of this is not far to seek- It lies 
immediately on the face of the facts. 
Whatever may have been the faults of 
the Turner ministry — and doubtless it 
had its share of them — donothingism was 
not one of them. It attempted to do 
something for the province. We hold 
that it. succeeded in doing much wnd 
would have done more if it had remained 
in power, but even those who may deny 
this will not accuse that administration 
of standing idly by and letting things 
drift. To. the extent that it endeavored 
to give the province ft policy or develop- 
ment, even its staunchest enemies will 
■admit flint it was progressive. They 
may dispute the wisdom of its plans, but 
they cannot deny that it had plans and 
endeavored to carry thora info effect. 
'This cannot be s lid of the present ad- 
ministration. Its policy has consisted 
of a series of " Dott'ts." II has (level- 
open, nothing but discord. Its progress 
hns been in the direction of confusion. 
The people of British Columbia, who are 
building so much on the future, mitur-

ally resent being inflicted with a govern- 
ment of reactionaries. Hence the ex- 
treme unpopularity to which the Miner 
refers, an unpopularity which will ttnd 
expression in the house,, if the govern- 
ment lives to meet it. 



TUB RAILWAY SUBSIDIES. 

The Toronto Globe prints a very inter- 
esting statement ir regard to the railway 
subsidies granted by parliament at the 
present session. To Colonist readers 
the plan for a new transcontinental line 
therein outlined will not be new, for we 
believe this paper was the first to an- 
nounce that such a project was in con- 
templation. We will let the Globe tell 
the story in its own way, merely premis- 
ing that the matter dealt with is one of 
supreme importance to British Columbia, 
though we take leave to doubt if it is 
quite right in the details as far as relates 
to the terminus of the line on this coast. 
This is uncertain. The Globe says: 

The railway subsidies proposed by the 
government amount to .?r>,fi-IO.'J!)r>, of 
which the new votes tire $4,803,175 and 
the re-votes $1,(547,120. The largest 
items are the grant for the Ontario & 
Rainy River railway. $890,000, and for 
the St. Lawrence bridge at Quebec, 
$1,000,000. In the -grant to the Rainy 
River railway, together with the grant 
for an extension of the Canadian North- 
ern from a point north of Swan river to 
Prince Albert, and the grant for fifty 
miles of a railway from Edmonton west- 
ward through the YeHowhoad Pass, we 
fliul some of the links of what is intend- 
ed to be another transcontinental rail- 
way from Quebec to Port Simpson. This 
is an enterprise which has been carried 
on quietly, pieces of railway constructed 
here and there, until now a large propor- 
tion of the new line is built or projected. 
The scheme includes what is known as 
the Booth railway from Ottawa to Parry 
Sound, and the Dauphin line, extending 
from Winnipeg northwest to the Swan 
river. The Rainy River railway will 
fill up a large and important g.ap in the 
system, and will, with the aid of the 
Great Lakes, give communication clear 
through from the Swan river district in 
Manitoba to the province of Quebec. 
Then there is a subsidy in aid of an ex- 
tension from the Swan river about 100 
miles westward to Prince Albert, and 
another to carry the railway 50 miles 
westward of Edmonton. Other subsi- 
dies relating to the same enterprise are 
for a railway of about '20 miles from 
Parry Sound toward Sudbury, for 50% 
miles of the Great Northern railway in 
Quebec, and for a bridge for the same 
railway across the St. Maurice river. 
The subsidies for the Rainy River are 
no doubt heavy, especially when they 
are taken in connection with the assist- 
ance given by Ontario and Manitoba. 
But if the whole enterprise is considered 
together, ami the total mileage compared 
with the total subsidies, we think it will 
be found that the country is getting a 
new transcontinental railway for a 
price much less— as we admit it ought 
to tie much less— than the pioneer rail- 
way of that character. The new line 
will not be a mere paralleling of the 
present one. It will open up in Western 
Ontario a country rich in minerals and 
timber, in Saskatchewan and Northern 
Alberta lands eminently adapted for 
settlement. In British Columbia it will 
pass between the Cariboo gold fields and 
the Omineca gold fields, following for 
some distance the bed of the Eraser 
river, emerging on the coast at Port 
Simpson, just south of the strip of coast 
claimed by the United States. 



Lord Kitchener, speaking at .a recent 
banquet in London, referred to the 
great progress that is being made in the 
introduction of better government into 
the Soudan. He said that the people 
were adapting themselves to the new 
order of things in a surprising manner, 
as was shown by the fact that they 
were paying live times as much taxes 
as was expected. He looks for a very 
great development of British trade in 
Central Africa, and regards the early 
completion of a telegraph line from 
Cairo to the coast of the Indian Ocean 
at Mombassa by way of Fashoda as of 
great commercial importance. The line 
is already complete as far as Fashoda, 
a post which a little over a year ago was 
supposed to be almost beyond the reach 
of civilization. 



The Columbian corrects the Colonist 
for saying that a government could not 
live tin hour if it contained in its ranks 
a minister who delayed seeking re-elec- 
tion a day lunger than was actually 
necessary. The trouble with some 
papers is that the fail to recognize that 
most people have a little common sense, 
and this is an error which our contem- 
porary makes very often. The Colum- 
bia 11 ought to know that the expression 
"could not live an hour' has a recog- 
nized meaning in political discussion, 
and that is that the government would 
meet with prompt defeat in the legis- 
lature. The Colonist takes it for grant- 
ed that the people who read its columns 
have rudimentary ideas, at least, of poli- 
tical affairs, anil it will be sorry if it has 
to make an exception in the case of the 
esteemed Columbian. Is it, also neces- 
sary to remind iLe Columbian that the 
statement to which it takes exception 
was simply an expression of opinion, not 
a proposition in constitutional law?

From 2:15 until (1:30 yesterday after- 
noon Magistrate Hall was engaged in 
the city court in hearing the charge 
brought against Mr. William C. Adams 
under section Hi of the streets by-law, 
for assisting in the removal of the side- 
walk along the line of Laugford street, 
where is crosses the ancient thorough- 
fare ordained closed by the city council, 
and known for a quarter of a century 
past as Craigtlowor road. 

City Solicitor Broclburn appeared to 
prosecute, while the defence was repre- 
sented by Messrs. Frank Higgins and 
A. E. McPhillips— with a large attend- 
ance of interested residents of the west- 
ern suburb during the earlier part of the 
hearing. 

As the trial degenerated into a battle 
of legal technicalities, one by one slipped 
silently 1 away, the conclusion of the 
day's sessiim finding very few remain- 
ing save those compelled to participate. 

Hut three witnesses had up to that 
time been examined— Special Officer 
Johnston, His Worship the Mayor, and 
the city engineer, Mr. O. II. Topp. 
Owing to Mr. McPhillips being other- 
wise engaged in professional business 
thai will necessitate his absence from the 
city, it will not be possible to continue 
the trial until Wednesday, an arrange- 
ment having also been reached for the 
postponement of the six other similar 
cases originally listed for consideration 
on Tuesday. 

The one and only feature of interest 
to the non-professional audience yester- 
day developed during the taking of the 
evidence of the first witness. Special Ofll- 
cer Johnson. This gent Ionian, after 
swearing to the contents of the informa- 
tion to which he bad subscribed, deposed 
that in pursuance of instructions re- 
ceived from Acting Chief Walker, he 
had gone out to the scene of discord, on 
the evening of the memorable Monday 
that saw construction of the objection- 
able crossing completed, and its first 
demolition. II ( . had seen Adams among 
those actively employed in the removal 
of the crossing, and bad taken him to the 
police station, where on a note being 
made of his name and address, he had 
been allowed to go. a summons being 
subsequently issued and served upon 
him— from- which the present case re- 
sulted! 

In cross-examination the officer was 
asked if he had reported the circum- 
stances ■ -f the Monday evening to onv 
other city official save the acting chief, 
and it was on his reply that the short- 
lived sensation came into existence. He 
had so reported, he said— on the Tuesday 
morning— to the Mayor, Aid. Kinsman 
(who was with Ilis Worship in the of- 
fice), and City Solicitor B'rndhurn. 

As it has been a strong point in the 
game of those opposed to the closing of 
the old road to connect Aid. Kinsman 
with the efforts that have been made in 
this direction, this admission was re- 
ceived with a momentary revival of in- 
terest among the spectators, and with 
apparent delight by counsel for the de- 
fence—particularly as it came in the 
nature of a surprise. 

There was no objection taken, but on 
the calling of the next witness. Mayor 
Redfern, the testimony of the special 
officer was directly contradicted in this 
regard, 

The Mayor declared that Aid. Kins- 
man had not been present when the offi- 
cer made his Tuesday report, and the 1 ex- 
planation was finally reached that Mr. 
Johnston, not being acquainted with the | 
aldermen by sight, had identified Aid. 
Kinsman entirely- by description— and 
had got the wrong mail. 

He was expecting to find Aid. Kins- 
man a very well 'preserved man of more 
than average height, upwards of. (10 years 
old, bin bearing his years well, weighing 
considerably more than 200 pounds, with 
dose-cropped whiskers turned gray. 

Such a man Aid. Kinsman certainly is 
-hut so is Aid. Hnyward, unit so is a 
certain nthei member of the aldermanic 
board, with a slight amendment of some 
of the specifications- 

Besides denying that Aid. Kinsman 
was present when Special Officer John- 
ston reported to him. the Mayer had 
very little to say in 'connection with the 
case ill chief. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Higgins 
he was quite pisepnred to admit 'hat 
Craigflower road bad been a travelled 
thoroughfare for 38 years; but he de- 
clined to state whether or not he had 
himself given any instructions upon the 
special matter out of which the present 
prosecution developed. 

City Engineer Topp described the 
streets, recognized and not recognized 
by the council, interlacing the scene of 
dispute: ami also related what steps 
had been taken by him in his official 
capacity with reference to the construc- 
tion of the objectionable crossings, and 
the display of "No Thoroughfare" 
signs. 

The crossings were, he said, in no way 
different from other city sidewalks; they 
were raised about 10 or 12 inches from 
the ground; and— as any sidewalk 
would be — were certainly dangerous to 
foot passengers or vehicular traffic, if 
thi' old road, ordered (dosed by the coun- 
cil, were employed as a thoroughfare. 

It is anticipated that the city will call 
but few other witnesses, and the defence 
will then make their fight upon the tech- 
nicalities that have arisen in multitude 
during the hearing-, and the legitimacy 
of the thoroughfare hitherto existing in 
Craigflower road.

Mainland Battalion Will Hereafter 
Wear the Dark Green of the [Ufles. 

Official notification has been received 
of the changes in the Fifth regiment of 
which brief mention was made in the 
Colonist some weeks ago. The Second 
Mainland battalion has been changed 
into a battalion of rifles, despite the 
objections of the officers, who after hav- 
ing gone to considerable expense for 
uniforms and in qualifying, will now 
have to make a complete change. 

The First battalion will hereafter be 
known simply as the Fifth regiment, 
C. A., and will consist of six instead of 
three companies, the .strength, however, 
not being changed, as the new com- 
panies will only be half the size of the 
old ones. There will be one 
major instead of the present three, so 
that two of tin- present majors 
Will act as captains. The regi- 
mental staff will consist of the fol- 
lowing officers: One lieutenant-colonel, 
one major (second in command), one ad- 
jutant, one quartermaster, one medical 
officer, one paymaster. Non-commis- 
sioned officers: One Teglmental sergeant- 
major, one quartermaster-sergeant, one 
bandmaster, one orderly room sergeant, 
one paymaster sergeant, one corporal 
medical orderly. 

The companies will be composed as 
follows: One captain, one lieutenant, 
one second lieutenant, one company ser- 
geant-major, two sergeants, three cor- 
porals, three bombardiers, one trumpeter, 
forty gunners; total per company, fifty- 
three. 

According to another order. Major 
Monro has been granted two weeks' 
leave of absence from August 1. and 
during his absence Captain Foulkes will 
assume command of No. 1 Company.

Liverpool Board of Trade Wants 
Facts About Loss of 
Dominion. 



Search to Be Carried On Along 
West Coast and Else, 
where. 

The Board of Trade, Liverpool, will 
shortly hold nu inquiry into the cause 
of the loss of the British hark Dominion, 
which left Honolulu for the Koyal roads 
on the 19th of last January, and of 
which nothing has since been seen, *x 
eept possibly in wreckage. This, as told 
in the Colonist some months ago, was 
seen on the West Coast in the vicinity of 
Cape Scott, and was taken to be part of 
the Dominion from two boards on which 
were carved lettering representing, as the 
Indians intended, the name appearing on 
the fragment of the vessel. These boards 
were subsequently brought to Victoria 
juid given oyer to the Colonist. One 
lias since been forwarded to the under 
writers in the old country, and, it is ex 
pected, will be produced in evidence at 
the Board of Trade inquiry. lue 
semblance of the letters on the board 
to the letters in the names of a few i 
sels overdue at the lime gave rise to the 
theory that the Dominion s •'bones were 
the ones which had been discovered. It 
will be remembered that at the time the 
wreck was first reported to Captain 
Hughes of the steamer Willapu, the 
weather was too rough for a vessel 
approach the locality with safety, and 
continued so for some time. The part 
of the vessel seen was that of a portion 
of the stern, and the Indians, not being 
sufficiently educated to read the name 
did the next best thing in making a rep 
representation of it. Capt. Hughes did all 
ho could, also, to find out more about the 
wreck on later voyages, but was unable 
to learn anything further. No systematic 
search was, however, made for tin 
pieces of shipwreck, and it is quite possi 
hie that evidences of the Dominion an 
yet obtainable on the West Coast. At 
least, this is the opinion of some inter 
ested parties, and on the strength of it 
an investigation will be at once made, 
not only along the coast of Vancouver 
Island, but along the shores of Queen 
Charlotte Islands, where the strong cur 
rents from the Asiatic side have beei: 
known to cast up wreckage after having 
carried it for hundreds of miles. The 
steamer Wlllapa when she leaves here 
on the ^Oth inst., will according to pros 
ent plans, hare some one aboard who 
will conduct the investigation on the 
coast of this Island, while word is to be 
at once sent to the Indians on the Queen 
Charlotte islands to .be on the lookout for 
any wreckage which might have been 
found there. The Dominion left Hono- 
lulu in a perfectly seaworthy condition 
She was well ballasted for the voyage 
and was coming to the Koyal roads foi 
orders. 



NORTHERN SALMON PACKS. 

Pishing Now About Over— Several of 
the Canneries Already Cease 
Operations. 

Steamer Princess Louise, Captain M 
Coskrie. arrived from Northern British 
Columbia early this morning with 000 
eases of this year's salmon and a big 
crowd of fishermen, en route to Steves- 
ton. Of these there were 40 white men 
from the Skeena and Rivers Inlet and 
CO Indians and Chinamen, all intent on 
finishing out the fishing season on the 
Fraser. There were fen- saloon passen- 
gers, the best known being J. Parker, 
Mrs. Stewart Robertson, Mrs. Curd and 
Mr. and Mrs. Hall. 

The Louise brings news that the fish- 
ing season of the North is now pretty 
well over. Operations still continue on 
Rivers Inlet, but the work seems strag- 
gling when compared with what it had 
been. The packs were, up \>> the sailing 
of the Louise, as follows:

AN IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 

Writ of Summons in Wilson Bros. vs. 
Donald Dismissed by Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkern. 

In tin; Supreme court yesterday Mr. 
Justice Walkeiu delivered judgment in 
W ilson Bros. vs. Donald, an action re- 
specting the steamer Horsa, setting aside 
the writ of summons. The judgment fol- 
lows: 

"This is a motion to set aside the ser- 
vice of a writ out of the jurisdiction 
and to discharge the order allowing the 
service. The plaintiffs sue on behalf 
of themselves and all other execution 
creditors of one .Tames Morton, and on 
behalf of the sheriff of Victoria. Morton 
being the owner of the steamship Horsa, 
registered here, mortgaged her on the 
27th of August, 1808, to the defendant, 
John A. Donald, to secure payment to 
him of $15,000. After the mortgage was 
executed, and before it became due, the 
plaintiffs severally recovered judgments 
here against Morton for various sums 
due to them, principally for supplies to 
the ship, and placed writs of fieri facias 
in the sheriff's hands, with instructions, 
as I understand, to seize Morton's equity 
of redemption in the shares of the ship. 
Morton having failed to pay off the mort- 
gage, Donald, under a power of sale 
in it, sold the ship on the 31st of De- 
cember, 1808, to II. P. Saunders, of 
New York, for $20,000, that is to say. 
for about $5,000 over what was due to 
him. The bill of sale to Saunders was 
registered at the customs house here on 
the Kith of January last. The ship left 
this port some time ago. 

'■Notwithstanding the sale to Saunders, 
it is contended on behalf of the plaint 
ills that tin. equity of redemption in 
the shares had been seized, and is now- 
held by the sheriff, and that the shares 
arc thus, in effect, now within the jur- 
isdiction of this court. But the equity of 
redemption could not, as a matter of 
procedure, have been seized by any com- 
mon law process; and hence, not by 
means of a writ of fieri facias. The 
proper course for the plaintiffs to have 
pursued for the purpose of getting at 
the shares while the ship was here was 
to have obtained equitable relief from 
the court in aid of execution by means of 
an order for a receiver. (See Be Shop 
hard. 43 Ch. D., 131.) It is slated in 
an affidavit on behalf or the plaintiff: 
that the sheriff seized the shares under 
the writs, but subject to Donald's mort- 
gage; but this statement of itself show- 
that no power or effective seizure WO 
made, for the mortgage was, to use th 
language of Lord Justice Cotl on, in th 
above ease, "a hindrance in the way of 
execution at law."' Such being the case 
the shares became 1 the property of 
Saunders when he bought the ship and 
registered his purchase. 

"The action is brought to compel Don- 
ald to account for the surplus of $5,000 
received by him on the sale of the ship, 
on the ground that he held that surplus 
as a trustee on behalf of the plaintiffs. 
He has never occupied that position in 
the present instance. He undoubtedly 
Was a trustee for the mortgagor in re- 
spect of the surplus, but that trusteeship 
ended when they mutually settled their 
accounts. There was never any privity 
between the plaintiffs and Donald; nor is 
there any authority for holding that he 
was at any time even constructively a 
trustee for them. The action is not one 
for the execution of the trusts or any 
written instrument (as to the property 
situate within the jurisdiction) of which 
[he person to lie served is a trustee; 
hence it is not within rule 1 (d) of Ord. . 
XL, which is the rule that governs the 
question. 

"The order for service out of juris 
diction and all subsequent proceedings 
mnst be set aside, with costs. W. H 
Lnngley for the motion, and C, A. S 
1 otts contra."

From the Victoria Globe. 

A Globe reporter called on Mr. Ilig- 
gins, member for Esquimau, yesterday 
morning, and questioned him as to the 
correctness of a statement in yester- 
day's Colonist to the effect that lie had 
strayed from the government fold. 

Mr. Iliggius replied that so far from 
his having left the government fold, it 
seemed as if the government fold had 
ieft him. He felt like the Indian who 
when he could not find his way olit of 
a forest, declared it was the wigwam 
that was 'lost, not the Indian. As the 
government had offered Mr. Ilelmcken 
a portfolio, passing over Mr. Henderson, 
without first consulting their supporters, 
their position is a most unenviable one. 

"Were you not a consenting party to 
the offer?" ; 

"Certainly not. 1 never heard of it 
until it reached me as a street rumor, 
and I have not found a government sup- 
porter who was consulted. I do not 
know it as a fact, but I am strongly ot 
the opinion that at least two members 
of the executive were not consulted." 

"Do von think that Mr. Cotton's offer 
involved a sacrifice of principle?" 

"How else can it be regarded? Look 
nt it for a moment. If Mr. Ilelmcken 
had accepted, he would have sacrificed 
his friends and his principles. This he 
very properly refused to do. In making 
the oiler without the knowledge and 
conseut of their party, Mr. Cotton and 
Mr. Semliu manifested an intention to 
throw overboard their friends. With 
their party out of the way. and a Hew 
combination formed, principle would be 
cast to the winds, and there would be an 
entirely new policy framed, presumably 
on opposition lines." 

"You may then be regarded as no 
longer a government supporter?" 

"Not unless this extraordinary busi- 
ness ean be explained away, ll seems to 
savor very much of nn offer to sell the 
government to the opposition at a price 
that they would not pay.

From the Tacoma Ledger. 

There is big profit in shipping copper 
ore from Vancouver Island to the Ta- 
coma smelter, says General .1. M. Ash- 
ton, who has just made an extensive tour 
of all the Alberni canal and Clayoquot 
sound country, but when the ore-produc- 
ers start in to concentrate, the profits, nt 
the present rate of percentage, will be 
much larger yet. General Ashton was 
asked as to his observations while he 
was on the Island, and he replied: 

"There is a mine now shipping ore on 
the Alberni canal — sending ifs product 
without concentration to the Tacoma 
smelter — and making good money at it, 
and there are quite a number of pros- 
pects on the canal, anil also on ClayoqUOt 
sound which are being developed and 
which will also ship to the Tacoinn smel- 
ler. I should judge from tin' way the 
work of development is being pushed, 
that these prospects will be shipping hero 
next summer. 

"Priesident A. L. Mulder, of the (). R. 
& X. is one of the principal stockhold- 
ers in this mine, which is now shipping 
its ore here, and a Ml. Hayes, a promi- 
nent. Victoria, B. ('., capitalist, is also 
interested. 

"The character of the ore on Vancou- 
ver Island is about the same as in the 
Cascades of our own state — chalco— 
pyrites, and carrying a small amount of 
gold and silver— hut it appears to bo in 
large deposits, rather than in continuous 
leads. There is also about 9 per cent, 
of iron in it, which helps out in the 
fluxing.
